To any of you who have 
had the fortune to visit campus 
in winter know: the vastness, 
the stillness, the nordic skiers 
who haven’t a clue of our Pond 
Readings or our poetry, our 
deep love for this place and the 
people with whom we learn, 
adventure, and walk a little 
while we are here. 

When I think of Bread

A rookie Bread Loafer, perhaps at home in wet conditions from his collegiate rowing career, had stolen the 
ball and was rushing down the court, seeking the winning basket. 

But wait—there was a man down. A cheerful musician, a Bread Loaf veteran, lay at the free throw line, his legs in 
the air. His Achilles, he said, had snapped. It felt like he had been kicked in the back of the leg, but there had been no 
one behind him.

“You will transform and you will probably go back and help others transform, but it will start with you. With your 
own little transformation. There's a line that always sticks with me from Héléne Cixous, one of our foremost French 
feminist foremothers [...] And in ‘The Laugh of the Medusa,” back in the early '70s, she writes and admonishes women 
to write, why don't you write? Write with your body. Women must write, again, and in the dead center of that essay, 
not even an opening line of a paragraph, a topic sentence, just buried in the middle is this exquisite little line where she 
says ‘hold still, we're trying to take your picture so that you can begin looking like it at any minute.’ And I think that 
that's a metaphor for kind of what happens here.” —Brenda Brueggemann 


The Drew Lecture is tomorrow! This is an event not to be missed at Bread Loaf!: Nancie Atwell, one of the most 
revered educators in our time, was the winner of the Varkey Foundation's inaugural Global Teacher Prize: she donated 
the $1 million award to the Center for Teaching and Learning, the K-8 demonstration school she founded in Edgecomb 
Maine, in 1990.

Pechakucha (not a type of Pokemon) requires specific coordination between images and speech and is a great rhetorical 
exercise, a welcome break (for students and teacher) from the standard essay assignment.

Interview with the Directors (Part I) 


An interview with Directors Brian McEleney, Othello, and Roger Q. Mason, Red Velvet, 
to whet your appetite for the upcoming shows 


Rachael: What makes Bread Loaf theatre unique? 

Brian: I have been doing this for over thirty years, and I can say: what makes theatre here so special is that it’s 
essential. It’s not a frill; it’s not a side thing; it’s central. It’s part of the community, part of the social fabric; it is not a 
separate world of separate courses. It provides a central focus to the intellectual and artistic life of this place. 

Roger: It’s my first year working at the theatre here. What I love about my job is that everyone is truly dedicated to the 
craft. The student actors who have been cast in Red Velvet combine this blissful mixture of literary theoretical 
understanding and love for performance. Actors who are eager to make choices and take risks but who can really back 
them up with thought. What’s exciting about making theatre here, too, is that you have a captive, eager, primed, and 
gracious audience. These are people who make their living inspiring people to appreciate the art of letters. They 
appreciate the craftsmanship of the work. 

Brian: And they are used to being active participants! They don’t expect to sit back and have experience wash over 
them. They want to know why, what does that mean, what is that metaphor? We instituted the Talkback when we did 
To Kill a Mockingbird and Blues for Mister Charlie. Those two plays spoke to each other, to our community, to a 
historical moment. As all high school teachers know, compare and contrast sparked discussion. And we are doing the 
same thing this year. These plays get conversation started. 

Rachael: Tell me about the conversations you'd like to see Othello and Red Velvet start and about the conversation 
between these two plays. 

Roger: In Red Velvet, you basically have a backstage drama. You see the Othello cast and then you see our cast, which 
is depicting one possible process that occurred in history in making a production of Othello. What you will see in the 
performance of Othello and in our making of Red Velvet is that human striving and ambition are man’s great undoing. 
There are multiple themes that run through both, but this one is very much a part of both. 

Brian: Both plays exist in a context of extreme racism and misogyny. They are not necessarily about racism and @® 
misogyny. That is the wor/d that they exist in. [...] One of Shakespeare's great contributions was an understanding of 
character. And character makes tragedy: the thing that makes us great is what undoes us. Honor, reputation, going it 
alone in an unfriendly world—these make Othello wonderful, but they also undo him. 

Roger: Red Velvet is a vibrant glimpse into a cast of characters, the actors in the Covent Garden Theater Troupe, and 
the play does a really effective job of showing human ambition at its most unabashed and brutal. These are actors who

Pierre 
thinks that by bringing in a black actor, he can solve racial and social issues within his theatre community but also that 
he will be able to shift the world outside, which is the 1830s, during abolition in England. Politics weighs heavily on all 
the characters in Red Velvet. [...]

Bread Loaf Bocce: a game without boundaries by Matt Roach, ’16 

Jordan Peele’s masterful film Get Out features many totems of white athletic culture that deepen the black 
protagonist’s sense of isolation: the lacrosse stick, the ping pong table, and the bocce set. 

And yet it is the bocce ball, of all instruments, that becomes his first tool of retribution and revenge, an ironic 
weapon of justice. Perhaps a bocce ball is simply the most satisfying way to bludgeon a lax bro, but it’s possible that 
Peele is reclaiming bocce’s long history as a global sport: Bocce is the oldest game known to man. 

Egyptians invented bocce as early as 5,200 BC; the game then made its way across the Mediterranean into Greece, 
and, later, Italy. Bocce was so egalitarian, peaceful, and fun that it was, on occasion, banned by rulers who wanted 
more industrious, bellicose, and pious citizens. 

It is within this cultural and historical context that Bread Loaf s 2017 Bocce Tournament begins. 

Bread Loaf bocce is malleable; it has no boundaries. Teams have pet terrain locations and maneuver the game into 
those spaces. Measurements become subjective. Friends become frenemies. 

Bread Loaf faculty children, raised with a book in one hand and a bocce ball in the other, tend to be tough in the 
tournament. Last year, for instance, a Modernist professor’s young son dealt a brutal upset to a Bread Loaf southpaw 
from Louisville. The Kentuckian, along with the Senior Class presidents (both bocce connoisseurs), will look for 
redemption this year. So will the eternal bocce enthusiasts behind the Front Desk. 

Bread Loaf bocce, then, is an all-inclusive game—for adults and children, grizzled seniors and the keen, delightful 
new occupants of Larch Porch. May it further serve as a reminder of problematic historical truths and Get Out-style 
means of social justice. 

Good luck out there, and be careful if your opponent moves the game across Rt. 125, to the sunken place.

Interview with the Directors (Part I) 


An interview with Directors Brian McEleney, Othe/lo, and Roger Q. Mason, Red Velvet, 
to whet your appetite for the upcoming shows 


Rachael: Why Othello? And how did Red Velvet enter the conversation? 

Brian: I had been wading around in the thicket of American history for two summers, and then I thought, maybe I should do 
Shakespeare. I thought that it was time. It’s a great Shakespearean tragedy, and it also felt like time to look at what’s going on in that 
play and what’s going on in our moment in American history. [...] The last few years, I have been really working on making the 
theatre as inclusive as possible. And when I saw the range of talent on audition night, I said, “We have to do something else. To 
provide an opportunity.”

Here are some more things about Tom: He teaches at The Juilliard School and leads arts 
education projects through the Weill Music Institute at Carnegie Hall. He was Director of 
Education for the New York Philharmonic under Kurt Masur and Lorin Maazel and served as 
Music Animateur for the Philadelphia Orchestra under Christoph Eschenbach. He is an Associate 
Artist with Target Margin Theater, in Brooklyn, N.Y. He is currently the host and 
composer-in-residence for Carnegie Hall's Link Up program, which connects Carnegie to over 80 
orchestras in the U.S and around the world, speaking of community, and he is a founder of 
Moving Star, an improvisatory vocal lab, in residence at Carnegie Hall's Resnick Education 
Wing. His many compositions include “Double Rainbow,” a concerto for two pianos and 
orchestra, commissioned by the Wisconsin Chamber Orchestra; “Otoyotoy,” an opera for babies 
with librettist Zoe Palmer; “Three Sabbaths” for chorus and chamber orchestra with text by 
Wendell Berry (2006) and, for Hilary Easton & Co., “Denmark Vesey,” an opera based on the 
attempted slave revolt in Charleston, SC (1990).

Dan-el Padilla Peralta, “What is Citizenship?” Talk TONIGHT in The Barn! 

Dan-el Padilla Peralta graduated summa cum laude in Classics from Princeton with a WWS certificate; 
he then earned a M.Phil. in Greek and Roman History at Oxford; next, he completed a Ph.D. in Classics at 
Stanford. Currently, Peralta serves as Assistant Professor of Classics at Princeton and is also affiliated with 
the University’s Program in Latino Studies. Peralta’s research and teaching focus is on the Roman Republic 
and early Empire. He writes, on his Princeton Scholar page, “A staunch believer in the importance of 
public scholarship, I’ve written for and sit on the editorial board of the journal Eidolon: past articles 
include an essay on Greco-Roman receptions in hip-hop and a two-parter on immigration that was 
picked up by Newsweek. In 2015 I published a memoir on the intersection of my migratory 
subjectivity and Dominican identity with my formation as a classicist (Undocumented: A Dominican 
boy’s odyssey from a homeless shelter to the Ivy League: Penguin Press); I’ve since written shorter 
pieces for The Guardian, Matter, Vox, and the NYT.

Summer Farewell from your 2017 Crumb Editor: 


Last summer on the mountain, the summer I graduated, a piece came out by Michael Paterniti in The New Yorker 
called “My Summer Waiting Tables at the Writers’ Retreat.” 


“If you believe that you become the place you’re in, and the people with whom you surround yourself, then the 
search for your voice may seem as legitimate as making a bunch of money on Wall Street. Every sentence is a stone 
wall; every story crumbles under its own flowering mystery. Inside the pond is another pond. That is what is written, 
too, on the mountain. We are the leaf in the tree. Stone and water get spun with the tune. You emerge with the first real 
notes. 

Listen. 

I left Bread Loaf on a Sunday, in mist. It was cold now, the fall upon us even in August, tassels of leaves flaring 
gold and red. While there, I’d met a Great American Writer who asked me to apply to his M.F.A. program (the one to 
which I'd soon be accepted, and which would change my life); I’d met another pretty, brooding poet, whom I’d soon 
meet again, and with whom I’d spend the next few years. But now I was shivering as I packed the car, in the clouds, 
seasons ever moving. My head was swimming with euphoria and sadness, a twin desire never to leave this place and to 
flee. [...] We lived many lives there, in a blur. And now it was over. Pulling away, I took my last mental snapshot. The 
high mountain meadows full of their own wilting flowers, the peaks disappearing in clouds, rain beginning to fall in 
planets, the stonewalls in their majesty marking out this hallowed piece of land. Pirring wind, but it was Dickinson who 
rang loudest: 


The Meadows mine — 

The Mountains — mine — 

All Forests — Stintless stars — 

As much of noon, as I could take — 
Between my finite eyes — 


And then I was hurtling down, down into the real world again, on the roads of New England, to the sea, the words 
in my head (b/inter, claptrap, pirring) growing louder and louder, forming the first sentences that drowned out the 
radio at last.” 


I know that as each of us hurtles down into the real world again, our sentences will be different. Each word that 
whirls in our minds will start to construct something that will eventually drown out the radio. 

I hope that you find beautiful words, the right words, words malleable enough to become more right again, when 
they must. I hope that your voice blares above the radio. I hope that the many lives you lived here—indeed, all a 
blur—were lives that made you laugh hysterically, cry with abandon, rethink, re-investigate, re-love, respond, and 
transform. I hope that you will hold these many lives when the seasons change and conversations around you seem dull 
and distant compared to those we had here in The Barn, in the meadow, beside the road, in the Theater, in the Inn, on 
porches. I hope that your many lives have made you more vulnerable, courageous, willing to stand in the misty 
meadow of not-knowingness, willing to meet the text or a person or an idea where you never thought you could. 

I hope that your many lives leave you more wholehearted. 

As you drive down the mountain, I hope you consider what you’ve collected here that you can take home: a 
bloom of wildflowers, fragmented notes from karaoke and campfire songs, a critical pedagogical shift, a renewed sense 
of self, a dog-eared book with marginal notes that will find places outside of the pages, dew-dusted shoes from your 
last morning walk, the feeling of being seen, really seen. 

As you drive down the mountain, wanting to both stay forever and flee, I hope you both listen and drown out the 
radio as you take that last rearview-window glance. 

Thank you for sharing a beautiful summer, and thank you for reading these little pieces from so much that I’ve 
collected here. I hope you find your way home safely and happily and that you always find your way back home here, 
again, when you need to stand in the meadow and listen, when you need to stand still.
